The City Overrun With Eurgiars 
and Sneak Thieves. 


—_ a 


How the Raids of the Nightworkers on 
the Residences are Kept Quiet.§ are 


An old and apparentiy well-founded belief 
among the police is that winter is the crimi- 
nal’s summer, when he reaps the rich harvest 
of his crime. The proposition has been pret- 
ty well established in St. Louis in the past 
three months, during which time the law- 
breakers have run rampant through the city. 
There have been more daring highway reb-« 
beries, burglaries and sneaking thefts com- 
mitted here during that time than in any 
similar pericd for many yea) s. 

The city is at present ia the hands of several 
gangs of burglars, each composed of six or 
eight, who ‘‘work’’ half a dozen residences 


and saloons or groceries nightly. 
extent of these depredations is not made 
known by the police, and the book containing 
the daily record of burglaries and thefts is as 
jealously guarded from inspection as the rar- 
est volume in a library. 4 glance at this 
book shows thatthe burglars are pienicking 
allthrougb the eitv. from Bissell’s Point to 
the River Ces Fere ,t particularly direeting 
their attention to down-town saloons and 
groceries unovecupied at midnight. (one 
eubyg bas Wuiked the residence portion of the 
city, and especially Stoddard addition ana 
avout St, Louis Pisce, very successfully ana 
with much profit,the property taken in many 
jist: nees being very valuable. Ir relation to 
the « Xicting state Of affuirs a reporter ques- 
' tioned Secsetary Coapman. The men doing 
this work are not vid burglars, but a mean 
class of !biever, and are not so numerous a« 
one would think.’’ 

„Is there not a large pumber of thieves at 
work nights?’ 

„Well, the gangs divide up into crowds of 
two or three and work in this way. One 
night they do ajo» in tke south- 
western portion and the next at 
Cass avenue or in North St. Louis, and in this 
way ther get alloverthe city. They do not 
burelarize one- baff the number of residences 
as they dc sa!oons ande mall groceries, (bough 
the dweilings bave come in for their snare.’ 

The successful raids by burglars are report- 
ed by the robbed tothe police, and go no 
further. If, however, a thief is canght, 
ard he has ever been witbin the Walls 
of a psisov, ai) the facts of the 
robbery and the former career of tie 
mos! Cosperate sale blower and burglar in 
the country are very readily given. | rom the 
bu) glaries and attempts made public by one 
means or another ard appevded nere un es- 
timate can be formed of how successfully the 
town is being done.“ Another glance at the 
records of the Court of Crimina Correction 
will show how few of the thieves have heen 
brougbttotime.

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Some Interesting History of an 
Important Craft. 


Youthful Amateur Press Writers— Their 
Papers and Press Association. 


Outside of regular journalism there is a 
peculiar sphere of literary effort denominated 
amateur journalism. Its adherents and ad- 
vocates are youths, lads ranging from twelve 
to twenty years in age,  practic- 
ing them art in a mimic form. 
They are essentially imitators, copying 
the professional in every particular,and some- 
times with success. The field of juvenile 
journalism, although comparatively unknown 
to the great majority of the people, has been 
in existence in the country nearly à century. 
and in England a much greater period. 
Tbe first amateur paper established 


in America was issued in Philadelphia about 
1812. Atleast this is the earliest recollec- 
* tion of a youth’s paper. In this country 
there were probably journals of the same 
character in existence before this,but they are 
not recorded in amateur history. Harry Cun- 
dy was the editor of this paper. It consisted 
ef four pages, each page four inches by six in 
size. he paper contained a local and 
editorial department and a few 
advertisements. It appeared monthly, 
and the work, both literary and mechanical, 
was done by the youthful editor. How long 
Cundy issued his paperis not known. It 
probably succumbed to fate a short while 
after its incipiency. Until 1850 few amateur 
papers were issued. Aboutthis time com- 
menced the golden era of youthful journal- 
ism. Papers sprang up all over the country, 
and from that time on the mimic press 
became the rage of the American youth. In 
1868 such was the progress of amateur jour- 
naliem that an effort was made to organize 
a National Amateur l’ress Association. In 
June of that year the tirst convention assem- 
bled in New York City, at the residence of 
the great publisher, Charles Scribner, who 
wos himself astaunch supporter of juvenile 
nay — and had sons who were interested 
n the craft. 

The meeting was a success as far as num- 
bers and enthusiasm were concerned. Boy- 
ish editors appeared from all parts of the 
Union, from Maine to California, and a gen- 
eral good time was had. This convention 
excited so much attention and caused such 
public interest that all its sessions were fully 
reported in the duily press of New York 
City. The Association was duly organized; 
ofticers were elected; a banquet was held, and 
the meeting finally adjourned to 
assemble the following year. From this 
time on amateurdom, as the field of youthful 
—— was denominated, fairly boomed. 

ivery large city had its papers and press 
associations, and amateur authors and writ- 
ers appeared all over the land. About this 
time small books called amateur books were 
issued and sold throughout the country. 
Their autbors and printers were boys, and in 
mapy instances the work was very creditably 
done. Amateur presses had alseady been 
_ Manufactured to meet the requirements of 

the young newspaper proprietors, and the 
| boys before Jong succeeded in making great 
| inroads into the business of professional job 
| printers. A general protest was raised 
by the printers, and several of the States 
passed laws requiring amateur printers to 
| pay State taxes and licenses, and in one of the 
States prohibiting them. from doing work at 
ail for pay, as amateurs. 

Notwithstanding the troubles of the ama- 
teur printers, amateur journalism continued 
to grow end thrive. In 1876 there were esti- 
mated to be over 500 boyish papers inthe 
United states, and over 100 in Canada. Oa 
the 4th day of July of the Centennial year the 
Natiopal Amateur Press Association assem- 
bled in Philadelpbia. The society had held 
no meetings for several years, and on this 
' occasion it was reorganized and placed on a 
sound basis. John W. Snvder, a well-known 
s mateur, of Richmond, Va., editor of the 
Boys’ Herald, was elected President after a 
spirited contest. The meeting was 
even better attended than any 
of the previous conventions, and the 
deliberations of the boys were of avery dig- 
nified character. The next year a very seri- 
ous war occurred between the Eastern and 
Westein amateurs which promised at one 
time to destroy the whole fraternity. The 
trouble was occasioned by the Eastern boys 
Jesiring the National Amateur Press Asso- 
ciation to meet at Long Branch, N. J., and 
the Westerners insisting that some West- 
ern town should be the seat of 
the gathering. The president, however, 
favored the Eastern amateurs, and the west- 
ern juveniles seceded and held a convention 
at Davenport, Iowa. The Fastern boys met 
at Long Branch, but their convention wasa 
failure, although they tried to conciliate the 
Western youths by electing a Wisconsin boy, 
A. W. Dingwall, of Milwaukee, president. 
The convention at Davenport was 
a notable success, although the 
| boys were a Itle d isconcerted 
by the treatment accorded them by the 
Davenport press, the Davenport Herald 
styling the amateur gathering “Goslings in 
Council.“ 

In 1878 amateur journalism witnessed the 
culmination of its glory in the establishment 
of a daily amateur paper. The sheet was 
issued by Jno. I'. MgCrea, of Pittsburg, Pa. 
It was Kee in size, each page3 by 5 1-2 
inches. e paper was a model 
in n appearance, and contained 
first-class literary matter. It survived the 
storm just thirty days. 

St. Louis, although backward in other re- 
spects, is fully upto the mark in amateur 
journalism. At one time, several years ago, 
St. Leuis had upwards of twenty-five juvenile 
journals: now she has but five. St. Louis 
has always had a prospering local amateur 
press association, which holds monthly 
meetings at the residence of the 
different amateurs. One convention 
ofthe Western Amateur Press Association 
bas been held here, andthe Association of 
the Missouri Amateur Editors convenes in 
this city. The journals issued by the 2 
as a general rule, appear monthly, are filled 
with editorial and literary matter and in- 
formation respecting the craft. The papers 
will average several hundred circulation,and 
are most always self-sustaining,as the youth- 
ful editors do all their own work, and 
their only expense is the cost of paper, 
printer’sink and postage.

SUSTAINED. 
The Motion Fora Jury From the Coun- 
ty in the Kring Case Granted. 


Judge Laughlin this morning sustained the 
application of Kring’s counsel for a jury from 
the county of St. Louis. In a long opinion 
ihe court holds that the special act creating 


the Criminal Court and which provided for a 
jury for the county when there was preju- 
dice against a defendant in the city was not 
abrogated by the adoption of the Scheme and 
Charter, and that therefore the right toa jury 
fromthe county stillinured to the defend- 
ant as it existed in the period between the 
adoption of the Scheme and Charter and the 
passage of the act taking St. Louis county 
fremthe Kichth and adding it to the Nine- 
teenth Judicial District, The court suggests 
that possibly there may be no means of bring- 
ing this county jury into the city. 

The court says Sec. 18 of the special act 
creating the Criminal Court, “is inconsistent 
with no previouslaw, at least with none 
which has been pointed out, and none which 
Jam able to find. In my opinion it is valid. 
If valid the court is bound to grant the ap- 
plication. It is accordingly so ordered.’’ 

The city special jurors heretofore ordered 
to be in attendance with orders to show up 
Monday if needed are therefore respecthl- 
ly notitied that they need not worry about the 
matter any longer. The question now is, 
how will the Sheriff enforce the attendance of 
% men from the county, for Judge 
|.aughbiin’s decision does not touch upon this 
point very extensively.

about the year 1840. They prospered and in 
1842 commenced theerection of the present 
extensive works. Here they spent large 
sums of money for buildings 
and machinery. About the 
year 1850 they dug the famous artesian well, 
which ts 2,200 teet deep, and which cost fully 
$10,000. They did this in the hope of finding 
purer water than that from the river, but the 
effort was a failure, and ‘‘Belcher’s water’’ is 
now used only as a kind ot medical drink. In 
a short time after 1850 the Belcher Brothers 
famed for a large amount, and Wim. 
H. Belcher moved to Chicago, where 
he died a poor man. A number 
of business men who had faith in the refining 
business resolved to form a company and go 
ahead with the enterprise. A capital of 5100, 
000 was raised and sent to New Orleans to buy 
raw material from Cuba and Louisiana. 
Among the original stockholders were Carlos 
S. Greeley, Rufus J. Lackland and D. A. Jan- 
uary. These three subscribed $10,000 each to 
the original capital. Afterwards the buildings, 
machinery and other property were capital- 
ized at $1,000,000, ut which figure it still 
stands. Whenthe company was first formed 
Mr. Charles Belcher was elected president, 
and servedin that capacity twenty-five years. 
Ile had no means left atter his and his broth- 
er’s failure, and under the reorganization 
hed no proprietary tnterest Dut was paid a 
salary. He saved some money and in course 
of time was able to hold 291 shares, which he 
still possesses. Among the large stockholders 
are Robert A. Barns, who holds 1,028 shares; 
Carlos 8. Greeley, who holds 355; R. J. 


} Lackland, who holds 750; and Mrs. Edgar 


Ames and children, who hold about 1,500. 
The business of the company has been inthe 
main prosperous. Some years as high as 
twenty per cent was  dividea. Last 
year the dividend declared amounted to 
6 percent.

and the three anthers contained in it cut off | 


with fine scissors and removed. After this 
operation, pollen from plants of the desired 
cross must be applied tothe grain deprived 
ofitsanthers. Its glutinous surface holds 
the pollen grains and the ducts carry them to 
the ovule. The latter begins to swell and 
grow until the seed forms and matures. This 
artificial help in making crosses has been 
wrongly called hybridizing. A hybrid is a 
cress between species, and not varieties. The 
produce of a jack anda mare is a hybrid. The 
produce of a race horse on a draft horse, or a 
Devon on a Herefordis not a hybrid, but a 
cross. Some of our best varieties of wheat 
are the product of well planned crosses. 


GRAFTING: POTATOES, 


Grafting potatoes is an operation not very 
well known, and is undertaken as a means of 
combining the qualities of two known varie- 
ties. When varieties are sought by crossing 
the flowers, the result will partake of the na- 
ture ofa lottery; but in grafting the result is 
a combination of the characteristics of both 
varieties. A potato is selected, and every eye 
scooped out. A single eye from the variety 
with which a cross is desired is then inserted. 
The result is that the eye grows, but iu its 
early days feeds upon the juices of th2 potato 
united withit, and the new tubers grown 
from it partake of the character of oth par- 
ents. A red potato with white eyes is the re- 
sultef the union of a red potaro with an eve 
froma wbite one. From a dark red potato 
auch the eye of a flesh colered one was ob- 
tained a dark potato with IKht eves. A late 
Variety grafted into the snowflake, which is 
early, produced a late potato exactly resem - 
bling the snowflake. he new potatoes from 
the grafted tubers are small, but by no means 
as small as those grown the first year from 
seed. The second year the grafted potatoes 
Will vrow to full size, whereas it takes four 

years to grow new potatoes from the seed to 
(Deir natural size. ‘bis saving of time is @

WHAT KILLS FRUIT TREES, 1 


Some time ago Josiah Hoopes, in an address 
before the Pennesyivania Fruit Growers As- 
sociation, made the following excellent re- 
marks on planting fruit trees: Deep planting 
is ene error—to plant a tree rather shallower 
than it formaly stood is reaily the right way, 
whilst many plant as they would a post. 
Roots are of two kinds—the young and tender 
rootiets, composed entirely of cells, the feed- 
ers of the tree, always found near the surface 
getting air and moisture; and roots of over 
ome year old, which serve as supporters of the 
tree and conductors of its food. Hence the 
injury that ensues when the delicate rootiets 
are deeply buried in earth. Placing fresh or 
| green manure in contact with young roots is, 
he tells us, another great error. The place to 
put wanure is on the surface, where the ele- 
ments disintegrate, dissolve and carry it be- 
nerth. Numerous forms of fungiare gene- 
rated and reproduced bythe application of 
| such mapures directly to the roots, and im- 
| meditaly attack the tree, It is very 
well to enrich the soil transplanting the 
| tree, but the manure, ifit bein contact with 
or very near the roots, should be thoroughly

Then 
add salt 10 taste, a very little sugar, anda 
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wine-glass or more of rich cream, previously 
boiled. Simmer a little until thoroughly hot, 
aud serve on a hot dish, surrounded by dia- 
| monds of bread fried in butter. 


CREAM FRITTERS.—Heat a pint of rich milk 
to boihng point, having asmall stick of cinna- 
mon in it to flavor. Thenadd half a cup of 
sugar (rst taking out the cinnamon) and two 
tablespoons of corn starch and one of flour, 
made smooth with a little cold milk. Cook this 
for about two minutes, stirring it to keep it 
from burning. Then take it off the stove, add 
the yolk ot three eggs, well beaten, and re- 
turn it to the fire a moment or two to set 
them. Then remove again from the fire, add 
a small bit of fresh butter and a half teaspoon 
of any flavor you prefer. Butter à dish and 
pour tLe custard on it until a third of an inch 
thick. When cold and stiff cut it into pieces 
three incbes long and twoinches wide; roll 
those gently in sifted cracker crumbs, then 
in egg beaten and sweetened, then in cracke 
crumb again. Put them in a wire basket 
fryin hot lard to a good color. Put them 
in the oven for two or three minutes (to softén 
the inside), dredge with fine sugar, and serve 
immediately on a plate witha spoonful of 
quince-jelly. This is essentially Mrs. Hender- 
son’s recipe. Fraucatelli makes bis cream 
fritters of cream, and besides the other in- 
Lredients adds a little grated lemon-peel. The 
_ fritters are improved for some tastes by 
sprinkling them before fryipg with a little 
cinnamon powder and a spoonful of the finest 
brandy. They are sometimes flavored with 
chocolate, coffee or pounded almonds.

HORRIBLE TRICHINZ. 


**‘h’ve gotten 


A Chieago Italian Actually Eaten 
Alive by Parasites. 
From the Chicago Journal, 8th. 

James Palugbi, the Italian fruit vender 
afflicted with trichinx, died last evening at 
5 o’elock, at his home over Cordano’s restaur- 
aunt. 46 Randolpu street. Yesterday was the 
thirtieth day since he ate the isfected saus- 
age—‘‘cuppa”’ the Italians eal) it. 

Three hours before be died Palughi was 
uneonseious, and his breath came shorter and 
shorter until he died like a man going to 
sleep. He had had a pain at the heart the 
last day or so—for which the doctors used a 
hniment, but to no avail—and when the par- 
asites struck the heart he died. 

A Journal reporter climbed the stairs that 
run up the inside of the house to where the 
efilicted family live, this morning, and found 
the remains laid out on a table, covered with 
a white sheet and surrounded by burning 
candles, in the room wherethe man died. It 
wes very cold, of course, for the. preservation 
of the remains, and the dead man’s wife,who 
bad lain until his death in the room adjoin- 
ing his, bad been removed tothe rooms far- 
ther back in the house, where the two little 
girls and their small brother lie suffering to- 
gether—all apparently bound toward the 
same fate as their father. It 1s only a ques- 
tion of time. 

Two or three Italian men—one with gold 
rings in his ears—were standing silently about 
tbe outer room, and in the room within, 
where the body lay, was a physieian— Dr. 
Tomboeken, whois attending the family— 
cutting from the remains small portions for 
microscopical examination. He made an in- 
cision—a slit about three inches long—in the 
upper arm and thigh, and from each deftly 
cut out from beneath the skin a small piece 
of the flesh, A the cuts again so they 
hardly seemed to bave been made, and re- 

lacing the linen all undisturbed. The body 

cooked perfectly natural, except from a 
slightly unusual dark blue bue and a noticea- 
ble enlargement of the abdominal parts. The 
doctor said that he should inspect the smal! 
segments of flesh he had removed some time 
to-day. The patient had shown no unusual 
symptoms of death-— only a gradual sinking 
toward the final moment as with the case of 
ty phoid fever. 

It seems the dead man’s wife at first very 
naturally revolted from the thought of a sur- 
gieal dissection ef her husband’s remains 
and Mr. Cordano himself withheld his con- 
sent on her account, but she at last left the 
decision to him upon thought that it may re- 
sultin some knewledge of the case for the 
salvation of her children. 

The little boy seems brighter and has re- 
covered the use of bis limbs so as to be able 
to stand upon his feet, and even walk a few 
steps without creat painor weariness, bat 
tbe little girls seem worse and cannot bear a 
Unger's touch upon any portion of their 
bodies without a start of pain. The mother 
is about as she bas been almost from the be- 
ginning, suflering about thesame ae rheu- 
matic pains. If they do not die it will de 
many along month before they can get 
about” again, and the question is whether 
they can muster the strength to bear them 
through, for they are able to sleep very little, 
noone of them hasthe least inclination to 
eat, and all are growing sadly thin. The 
chances are against them. 

The reporter talked with a number of Ital- 
jans Who sat this morning areund the com- 
fortable stove in the back-room of Cordano’s 
restaurant, and from them learned that the 
particular sort of sausage which caused the 
suflering of this family was not that common- 
ly fried and used by Americans, but the sort 
eaten everywhere in Europe and laid out on 
the lunch counters of lager beer saloons in 
this eountry. It is ham sausage—made from 
the upper part of the thigh of the hog-- 
smoked, sliced and eaten with mustard, witb- 
out cooking, on “schwarz brod.“ or “black 
bread,’ as the Germans call it. They had nev- 
er heard of trichins in their own country, even 
though ‘*cuppa’’ was used by them at 
every luncheon; but, knowing what they had 
beara of the disease in this country, they did 
not doubt but that many persons who died 
in Italy from causes unknown] camejto their 
end from what pbysicians here had learned 
to be. trichize. One gentleman encased ina 
buge fur evercoat, Wwhoseemed to ve some- 
what of a philosopher, in the midst of these 
frequenters of Cordano’s fireside. vouch- 
safed that, despite the ridicule which had 
been heaped upon the ancient law-giver,

he did not doubt but what it was an epidemic 
ofthe then unknown trichinx among the 
Children of Isreal that incited the ancient 
Hebrew to pronounce the bans on swine- 
meat. 


A Horrible Case in New York. 
From the New York World, 8th. 


The certificate ofthe death of a German 
butcher named Franz Adolphe Axler, nine- 
teen years old, was filed at the Bureau of 
Vital Statistics yesterdav. It is signed by 
Dr. George H. Moller, of Bellevue Hospital. 
where Axler died, and attributes his death to 
exhaustion due to trichinosis. Axler, who 
lived at No. 160 Greenwich street, was admit- 
ted to the hospital November 22, having then 
been sick fortwo weeks. 


He had had an 
attack of vomiting which lasted three davs, 
and about a week before his admission bevan 
to have pains all over his body. He thought 
he was suffering from rheumatism, and it was 
to be treated for that affliction that he went 
to the bospital. He was put under the 
care of Dr. Moller, who found that the 
usual symptoms of rheumatism were ab- 
sent. Dr. Moller suspected trichinosis and 
questioned the patient, who told him that 
be was a butcher and had been in the habit 
of eating raw pork. The next day Dr. Mol- 
ler extracted a little muscle from the patient’s 
shoulder, put it under the microscope and 
found trichina in it. The pains of which Ax- 
ler bad complained when admitted continued 
for three days and then left him with a slight 
fever. A week before he died be became de- 
lirious, could not sleep with or without med- 
icine and he was unable to take any nourish- 
ment. He gradually became more and more 
exhausted and died on Saturday last. 

On Sunday a post mortem examination was 
made by Professor Janeway and Dr. Moller. 
The various muscles were full of trichinz and 
a mother-worm was found in the jutestines, 
ts body being full of young which had not 
yet been discharged. In one grain of muscle 
fifteen trichinz were found, and Professor 
Janeway and Dr. Moller estimated that there 
were altogether fully 50,000,000 of them in 
the body. Dr. Moller said that trichinosis is 
very hard to diagnose. Itis arare disease 
for people have been so often warned against 
it recently that they now cook their meats 
thoroughly. It seems probable, from the 
fact that both the breeding worms and their 
encysted voung were found inthe body, that

OCEAN CABLES. 


—— 
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The Companies Operating Them How 
Cables are Lost. 
From the New York Tribune. 


The proposal to lay two new ocean cabies 
bas attracted attention to the condition of 
the cables already laid and of the companies 
which operate them. 
Company has tbree cables in operation, in 
addition to the Erlanger or Anglo-French 
cable which it manages. The capital of the 
company is £7,000,000, divided into three 
classes of stock: Ordinary, £2,277,460; pre- 
ferred. entitled to 6 per cent dividends, 
£2,361,270, and deferred, £2,361,270. Accord- 
ing to the latest report of the company’s 
business dividends were paid on this stock of 
1 per cent on ordinary and 2 per cent on pre- 
ferred. Ot the cables laid by the company, 
that laid in 1865 was broken March 11, 1873, 
and finally abandoned February 1, 1878; that 
laid in 1866 was broken January 13, 1877, and 
abandoned July 27, 1878. 

The latter sable, except the snore ends, 
was removed last summer at a cost of £222,- 
300; itis now called the cable of 1880. The 
cable laid in 1873 was broken April 2, 1879, 
and was repaired in the same month; it is now 
in operation. No break has yet occurred in 
thecable laid in 1874. Of the three cables 
now working, which were laid by the com- 
pany, one has been down over six years and 
another over seven years. The Erlanger 
cable, which was laid in 1869, was broken in 
the following May and several times since the 
same accident has occurred. It was last re- 

aired in August, 1879, having been broken 

‘ebruary 22d, in that year, but it was again 
broken last month. It is said that the cable 
is sO rotten that no attempt to repair it will 
again be made. 


The Direct United States Company has an 
authorized capital of £1,300,000, of which 
41. 213,990 has been issued. It has issued 
also debenture bonds to the amount of 406. 
725 drawing 6 per cent interest, Its cable 
was laid in 1874, and has been broken twice: 
the first time January 4, 1879, on the ocean 
side near Torbay, andin February, 1879, in 
the Rye Beach and Torbay section. Both 
breaks were repaired, and the cable issaid to 
be pow in good condition. 

The capita) of the Compagnie Francaise, 
the new French mgm Pan is 42,000,000 francs. 
Its eable has been laid about a year; it was 
broken May 2, 1880, near the Island of St. 
Pierre, and repaired the same month: the 
section between Cape Cod and St. Pierre was 
broken November 21, 1880, andis now re-

SOQJGURNER TRUTH. 


Interesting Facts About the 
Venerable Dame. 
From the New York Times. 


The widely known and extraordinary ne- 
gress who calls herself Sojourner Truth is 
now resting from her lecturetour at Grand 
Haven, Mich., her place of residence, pre- 
paratory to the renewal of her efforts early in 
the spring in behalf of her favorite scheme 
for the establishment of an African colony. 
She is very remarkable in many ways. Al- 
though more than a century old—her age 
seems, unlike that of most of her raee, to 
be entirely trustworthy—she has a degree 
ef physical and mental vigor which 
very few women of half her age can 
boast. Origigyily a slave and wholly unedu- 
cated, she has always shown strong common 
sense, a simplicity of character, a sincerity of 
conviction, and a logical direetness that have 
given her much influence as a public speaker. 
In the days before the civil war she spoke for 
the anti-slavery cause with Lioyd Garrison, 
Wendell Phillips and other early abolition- 
ists, and carried no little weight by relating 
the facts of her bondage, by her utterly hon- 
est utterances and supreme earnestmess of 
spirit. Even to-day, though she has been 
free torty years or more, bas learned to read 
and write, and has constantly associated with 
intellectual and cultured persons, she has 
all the pecullarities of speech that belonged

to the field hands of the South 
before the emancipation, and, in- 
deed, belong o them still. Like 


so many negroes in this country, she has un- 
conditional, unswerving faith in a personal 
deity who superintends and directs the course 
ofevents. She speaks of whatthe Almighty 
will and won't do, what He will and will not 
permit, as if she were in His secret counsels, 
and she believes every word she utters. To 
ber simple mind there is no assumption, no 
egotism mall this—itis the mere result of 
superabundant faith. She has been and con- 
tinues to be a strenuous pleader for temper- 
ance and woman’s rights in the fullest sense. 
She declares, in her quaint way, that she will 
not die until American women can vote; that 
she will not enter, disfranchised, into the king- 
dom of heaven. It is — probable that 
she will live so long as that; but she may live, 
from present indications, to be 110 or 115. 
No man or woman in the Republic ofher age 
has,so far as known, anything like her vitality 
and vigor.

An answer, and a hopeful ose, 
has promptly been given in the number of 
Nature just issued. Dr. Siemens, well kco wn 
for his many valuable inventioas, there de- 
sctibes a practical method of burning coat 
without smoke, which is both cheaper and 
cheerier than any yet proposed. Ordinary im- 
pure coal produces smoke, i. e., unburned 
gas and carbon, simply because in ordinary 
grates it cannot obtain suflicient air to von- 
sume it thorougbiy. The gas companies sep- 
arate for us the coal-gas from the carbon and

S te now proposed that we 
shall utilize this purifying process, 


and unite in our grates what the gas - retort 
bas sundered--we are to burn coke by mesn« 
ei gas.
